The mistake may have been made by the copier, 
although the mistake could have been in the original as: the amount 
owed by Lewis Cutrer and Robert Rix =7$10%and:20212 adds only to $30.1 
leaving a balance of $7, owed by someone else not recorded in the copy, 
or Lewis owed $17 instead; if not, Robert may have owed $27.12 in- 
stead of $20.12. Also. $113.35 and $24.27 adds only to $137.62, not 
$188.02. In looking over this copy of the original, it appears that 
the copier was unable to read some of the writing where the figures 
were written out or else left out some figures. The twenty-four twenty 
seven could have very easily been $74.67. For instance:

The . question marks found in these copies are mine because of the 
difficulty in determining the word meaning or because of the shape 
of some of the letters forming the word, or number. 


In some cases, there were blank spaces in my copy which I placed in 
these copies. I do not know whether there was a reason for leaving 
them blank, or if the information was not known at the time the case 
was presented.

** There is a possibility someone was named as special tutor after 
the discussion of the partition had begun, but was not included 
until a permanent tutor was named. 


### Although the son of Joseph and Hannah Thompson Cutrer was named, 
nothing has been learned about the daughter. In 1850, Harvey 
Cutrer was living with Hannah and J. W. Covington in Bienvilie 
Parish. He was 24 years old at the time. The other children 
listed were those of Hannah and Covington. 


The spelling used in these copies is the same as found in the original. 
The format is not exactly the same, in order to make for a better 
reading. 


The copy taken from the originals said to be in the office of clerk 
Stephen Ellis in 1860, were sent to me by Judge Jimmy Stoker , Court 
Of Appeal, Third Circuit, Alexandria, Louisiana, which he had ob- 
tained from the Clerk at the Courthouse in Greensburg, in 1976. 


From these papers, it appears to be a certainty that Mary Pendarvis 
Cutrer was the mother of all the children of Joseph Cutrer, unless 
there is proof otherwise. 


In the first paragraph on page 1, the sum of money to be divided, 
$36;741:76,° by 22 heirs, was-said to: amount to $1770.08, for-.each.
